GERMANY is DODGING. 
AT OUTRIGHT DISAVOWAL 


But With Exception of That 
It Is Claimed She Has 
Conceded Every Desire of 
United States—Outlook for 
Settlement Is. Considered | 
Promising. : 


Washington, February 6.—Presidéent 
Wilson and Secretary Lansing are ex- 
pected to confer tomorrow on the lat- 
est tentative draft of the communica- 
tion the. German government hopes 
will bring the negotiations over the 
Lusitania disaster to a satisfactory 
termination. Information that the 
outlook for an early settlement of the 
case again was promising was receiv- 
ed tonight from various diplomatic 
and official quarters. 

Germany Has Gone Her Limit. 

The president has had the tentative 
draft before him since Friday night. 
In k German officials say the Berlin 
foreign office has gone as far as it 
possibly can to meet the position of 
the United States. From high diplo- 
matic quarters tonight came the state- 
ment that Germany believes that she 
has, with the exception of making an 
out and out disavowal of the Lusitania 
‘Sinking, which she considers impdéssi- 
ble, conceded every desire of the Unit- 
ed States, and that the tentative pro- 
Posal materially strengthens the as- 
surance already given in the negotia- 
tions over the sinking of the steam- 
ship Arabic. It is also claimed ‘that! 
the tentative proposal covers all the 


conduct of submarine warfare. 

It is explained that a direct disa- 
vowal was given for the sinking of the 
Arabic, because that act was in vio- 
lation of. the instructions given the 
‘commanders at cee. ger In the 


orders. The 3 2 — hee 
to sink Hners without ‘warning were 
given, it was disclosed tonight by 
high authority, on the day after the 
Lusitania went down. N was said 
that Germany withheld announcement 
of the fact for strategical naval rea- 
sons. 

The 8 of Berlin officials is 
said to be that the act of che com- 
mander of a submarine can be disa- 
vowed. should he violate, disregard 
or have failed to receive instructions, 
but that a government cannot disa- 
vow an act which was committed in 
accordance with its instructions and 
for which it is responsible. 

3 What Germany Offers. 

In the latest proposal there is no 
attempt to deny responsibility for the 
sinking of the Lusitania. But Ger- 
many assumes liability for the Ameri- 
can lives lost, offers reparation by the 
payment of indemnity and assureg the 
United States that the killin of 
Americans was without intent. The 
destruction of the liner was an act of 
reprisal for the British blockade un- 
der the orders in council, according’ to 
the German view, and reprisals should 
not be applied to newtrals. The ten- 
tative communication also states that 
the method of conducting submarine 
warfare in the North sea has been 
modified because of friendship for the 
United States and because American 
lives had been lost. 

In this last connection, it was said 
tonight that it was possible that some 
referencs might be made in the preface 
of the communication, should it be 
tranemitted formally to the United 
States, to the correspondence in the 
Arabic case. In a note to Secretary 
Lansing on September 2, Count von 
Bernstorff, the German ambassador, 
wrote that his “instructions concern- 
ing our answer to your last Lusitania 
note contain the following passage: 
“Liners will.not be sunk by our subma- 
rines without warning and without 
safety of the lives of non-combatants, 
provided that ¢he liners do not try to 
escape or offer resistance.” 

Recognition of Principle. 

These instructions have not yet been 
made formal in connection with the 
Lusitania case directly. At the time 
of the receipt of the communication 
Secretary Lansing declared that it ap- 
peared to be “a recognition of the fun- 
damental principles for which we have 
contended.” 

Officials and diplomatic circles are 
anxiously awaiting the publication of 
a statement concerning ¢he Lusitania 
negotiations which Secretary Lansing 
said yesterday might be made within 
the next few days. The statement, it 
was considered, might be forthcoming 
at any time after President Wilson 
and Secretary Lansing discuss the ore 
posal.

BRITAIN IS DETERMINED 
TO SETTLE WITH GERMANY 


War Will Be Very Long and 
May Narrow to Britain and 
Germany — The Supreme 
Issue — England Learning 
From American Civil War. 


. London, February 6.—Lord North- 
cliffe was seen today by the, Associated 


Press correspondent at his office on 


Printing House Square, and asked about 
the “Northcliffe press” which has been 
talked about so much lately. Hardly 
a day passes in parliament that some 
noble lord or commoner—and often 
several of them at the same time—does 
not rise to state that his opposition 
to the compulsory military service bill 
was not so much against the bill itself 
but because the “Northcliffe press” had 
dragooned the government into adopt- 
ing the measure. When Sir John Simon 
resigned from the Asquith ministry 
he announced that the pressure of the 
“Northcliffe press” on the government 
had a good deal to do with his ac- 
‘tion. So that it has come to be ac- 
cepted of late that if there is a cabinet 
crisis, or a parliamentary division, or 
the prospect of a general election, quite 
an element will declare that the 
“Northcliffe press” .has brought it 
about. On the other hand, the “North- 
cliffe press” has its own party in both 
houses. 
How Northcliffe Works. 

: It was 5:30 in the afternoon when 
Lord Northcliffe was seen at his office. 
This is the busy hour at The London 
Times when the editorials and leaders 
begin to take form for the presses 
which begin to throb towards midnight. 
He was not sitting at a desk in the 
conventional pose of a man of affairs, 
but was spread out in a great easy 
chair with a big bunch of proofs in 
his hands, a departmental editor bend-

Here was the owner and proprietor of 
The London Times, The London Daily 
Mail, The Sunday Dispatch, The Over- 
seas Mail, The London Evening News, 
Answers, The Manchester Mail and 
countless other periodicals—comprisink 
the so-called “Northcliffe press,” the 
greatest assemblage of newspaper own- 
ership ever seen in England, headed 
by the “Thunderer,” known as the 
Englishman's bible” and the tradi- 
tional exponent of British policy—oc- 
cupying himself not alone with the 
management and larger policies of this 
organization, but with the editorial de- 
tails and even with the text and phrase- 
ology of leading articles. His two ad- 
visers, Geoffrey Robinson, of The 
Times, and Thomas Marlow, of The 
Daily Mail, have full authority, freely 
or frequently exercised to censor their 
chief's work. 

Quick in Estimate of Men. 

Lord Northcliffe is very quick in his 
estimate of men and things. When ref- 
erence was made to Lord X., who has 
been much in the public eye of late, 
he said: 

“Yes, he is a good advertiser.” 

Then when reference was made to 
Lord Y, who is supposed to be direct- 
ing a very large branch of the gov- 
ernment, he said: 

“Why, he is finished.“ 

“Finished? How so? He’s directing a 
department.” 

“Not at all. Blank is running the 
department; Lloyd-George is looking 
after ammunitions, and Lord X is fin- 
ished; yes found out. He is a past 
event.“ 

The talk now turned to the compul- 
sory military service bill which the 
government has just put through par- 
liament, many asserting it was really 
the work of the “Northcliffe press.” 

“Why, it was as plain as day,” said 
the embodiment of the Northcliffe 
press. “Here is a row of houses,” he 
went on, pointing to a row of imagi- 
nary houses on the paper pad before 
him. “Now in this first house lives a 
young married men who wants to 
serve his country, feeling that his 
country’s peril is his own. So he gives 
up his job and enlists. Right next 
door, in that house, lives another 
young fellow who is his mother’s dar- 
ling and who doesn’t want him to ex- 
pose himself to danger.

Lesseus from U. 8. Civil War. 

“Your American civil war gave us 
some lessons. on how an army had to 
be raised in a great emergency,” he 
went on. “What did Lincoln do when 
he needed men? He called for them; 
issued a proclamation calling them to 
the service of the federal government 
and putting it up to the governors to 
furnish them—first 100,000 men; then 
250,000, then men, and 80 
on. And they had to be furnished; the 
men had to enlist or find substitutes; 
here were drafts and riots, as there 

ways are when slackers are made to 
do their duty to their country. And 
you got your army; not a volunteer 
army except in nominal sense, but an 
army calculated in numbers in ad- 
vance, adequate to the country’s need. 
And we will be doing just what Grant 
did—fighting it out on that line if it 
takes all summer—piling on more men, 
hammering at given objective, and 
massing overwhelming numbers until 
they. yield by the sheer weight of 
numbers. That was Grant’s tactics, 
and it will be ours now that we have 
an army and are ready to begin.” 

“We will have another experience 
much like that in America,” continued 
Lord Northcliffe, and it will be the 
same here and in France and Germany, 
all through Europe where great ar- 
mies are being organized. Tou re- 
member after ¢he American civil war 
that the soldiers came back to civil 
life proud of their service for the 
country in the field. These returned 
soldiers were scattered all over the 
country, in every city and town, form- 
ing a vast aggregate of sentiment and 
influence, with just pride in the 
achievement of having shared in serv- 
ing the country in its need. 

Soldier Influence te Dominate. 

“Out of this sentiment came the 
Grand Army of the Republic, which 
took a hand in civil and political af- 
fairs, all bound together in a common 
impulse, ramifying all\over the coun- 
try. And as a result you had soldier 
presidents for twenty-five years—Gen- 
eral Grant, General. Garfield, General 
Hayes, General Harrison and soldier 
candidates for president—Hancock, Mc- 
Clellan and the rest. 

“And that will be our experience here 
in France when this vast body of sol- 
diers come back to civil life. They 
will be the great controlling factor 
of our civil and public life, all of them 
proud of their service and inspired 
with a common sentiment. It will be 
even a greater influence than that of 
the returned soldiers in civil life in 
the United States, for we are sending 
six men to the front for every one 
man you sent, yes, six. Already there 
have been 3,000,000 men sent forward, 
and with those in process of enlistment 
and to be brought forward it will be 
6,000,000. And they are the young 
and middle-aged men, the men of the 
future, those who will come back into 
our civil life and be the controlling 
influence of public opinion. Those 
will be the men who shape our poli- 
cies for us for the future and will 
make and unmake our ministries and 
governments, just as they did in Amer- 
ica after the civil war. 

Nou remember what Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes said about the slacker, 
the man who failed to respond to his 
country’s need for military service, in 
his poem on the ‘Sweet Little Man:” 


Now, then, three cheers for the stay- 
at-home ranger! 
Blow the great fish-horn and beat 
the big pan! 
First in the field that is furthest from 
danger, 
Take your white feather 
sweet little man!!“

Britons Not Thinking of Peace. 

“And peace?” was the query put to 
Lord Northcliffe. | 

“Peace! Before we are really ready 
for war!” he exploded, with an em- 
phasis of disgust. “Why, any one who 
would attempt to talk peace on the 
streets of London or in any public place 
would be mobbed. A Quaker tried 
to make a peace speech the other day 
and was silenced by an angry crowd. 
No, sir, the word peace has disappeared 
from the English vocabulary. And 
that is a deep underlying conviction in 
the very hearts of the people, who do 
not want peace and will not listen to 
any talk of peace until this war is 
fought to a finish and won, honorably 
won, and the score with Germany set- 
tled for all time. It is the same in 
France, a deep-rooted feeling of the 
plain French people—not the politi- 
cians and public men—that the very 
existence of their race depends on the 
winning of this war. This overwhelm- 
ing feeling is well recognized over 
here, and it needs no official envoys 
from the United States to gather it, 
for it is perfectly apparent for anyone 
to see.“ 

“Then the war will be long?“ 
1 long.“ was the reply. 
“Those who talk of ending the war in 
a few weeks or months, do not real- 
ize the stupendous character of this 
conflict, and the vital issues of na- 
tional and racial existence back of it. 
Really it is not a war at all, in the 
ordinary sense that we speak of wars. 
It is one of those vast upheavals of 
the human race, like the great racial 
migrations, the Moslem invasion of Eu- 
rope which lasted eight hundred years 
in Spain and is still alive in the near 
east. No, this is no ordinary war 
which can be brought to an end sud- 
denly by one campaign or one great 
victory or any series of decisive events 
in any one field. The issues of na- 
tional and racial existence are far too 
great for any such sudden ending. I 
will go on, I believe, for a long time, 
a very long time. 

May Narrow to England and Germany. 

“In the end it may be narrowed down 
to a war between England and Ger- 
many—the supreme issue, which must 
be fought to a finish. Instead of end- 
ing soon or suddenly, the war is more 
likely to go on and on, and then grad- 
ually abate by slow processes, here 
and there, as localities pass through 
their ordeal and emerge with a wish to 
take a breathing spell. But for the 
time being it is not only a war of 
Europe, but a world war. You can see 
its effect in the most distant parts of 
the world. The assassinations in Chi- 
na the other day were but a sequel to 
this conflict. Even the bloodshed in 
Mexico is in a way related to this 
war.” 

“You referred to the supreme issue 
between England and Germany,” was 


said Lord Northcliffe, “Ger- 
many did not think England would 
come into this war. That was ont in- 
stance where she was not efficient; 
she was not prepared for us. It is 
shown by the fact that she had few 
commerce destroyers at sea—less than 
a dozen wasn't it?—and no means of 
8 her own complete commer- 
cial paralysis by the British fleet. 
She had counted on a continental war, 
a land war, without England, and Eng- 
land’s entry was her greatest surprise, 
completely destroying her projects, 
and calling for this colossal expendi- 
ture of men and supplies. But being

out admitting any illegality under in- 
ternational law. 

President Wilson and Secretary Lan- 
sing, according to the views held here, 
are trying to force Germany to place 
herself on record regarding the princi- 
ple of such an admission. In the form 
demanded by Secretary Lansing, it is 
contended here, an expression of guilt 
for the sinking of the Lusitania would 
not only be involved, but it would take 
entirely from Germany’s hands the use 
of the submarine weapon against en- 
tente allied commerce. This, and not 
any haggling over the terms regarding 
the torpedoed liner, is the real reason, 
it is pointed out, for the insistence of 
the German government on the present 
standpoint. 

Public Is Anxious. 

The situation still is regarded here 
as grave. The public is increasingly 
anxious and The Bourse, the best mir- 
ror of public sentiment, continues weak 
and uneasy in consequence of the situ- 
ation. 

In a leader headed We and Amer- 
ica,” The Morgen Post says: 

“Together with the government 
everybody will hope for an understand- 
ing with America. Nevertheless, we 
shall do well to regard the situation as 
grave and to prepare ourselves for the 
fact that all the good will we have 
shown America and notwithstanding 
the sentiments she has held for us since 
the beginning of the war have been a 
little friendly, it has not helped any.” 

The Morgen Post reviews the Ger- 
man concessions to America in the 
submarine question and says that i 
can be assumed that the latest direc- 
tions to Count von Bernstorff go to 
the limit of the possible. But,“ it 
continues, “this limit would be reach- 
ed if President Wilson should earnest- 
ly expect us to declare that the torpe- 
doing of the Lusitania was a breach 
of international law and thereby give 
up our entire marine warfare as ille- 
gal. With this President Wilson 
would not only ‘expect us to accept hu- 
miliation, which no people will endure 
who cherish national honor, but he 
would also knock from our hands the 
only weapon we have at sea against 
England.” 

Reventlow Is Defiant. 

Count Ernest von Reventlow, the na- 
val critic, wr in The Tages Zei- 
tung, reiterates his former arguments 
against the possibility of surrendering 
the submarine as a weapon, and con- 
tinues: 

Even if it be assured that America 
would rant our enemies increased 
financial aid, the question would re- 
main whether our 22 especial- 
ly Great Britain, could draw an actual 
great advantage therefrom. It would 
lie in the power of Germany to cut 
off Great Britain’s oversea importa- 
tion, or reduce them to such a degree 
that the noble Britons would not get 
the wares they had sent from the Unik- 
ed States free on credit, whether be- 
cause they would be sent to the bot- 
tom of the sea or because through the 
lack of freight capacity ocean traffic 
would develop in decreasing measure. 
The tremendous supplies of ammuni- 
tion would not teach the British Isles, 
or the French coast as they do under 
existing conditions.”

GEORGIA MANUFACTURERS. 

There is a significance about the first 
annual convention of the Georgia Manufac- 
turers’ association, to be held in Atlanta 
next Thursday, February 10, far beyond that 
which attaches ordinarily to the organiza- 
tion of an industry or trade. 

Organized just one year ago as an asso- 
ciation to promote the general welfare of 
the manufacturing industry throughout the 
state, through conferences among its mem- 
bers and the gathering and dissemination of 
information of value and importance, the 
organization has grown in that brief period 
to one of force and strength and power. Its 
membership comprises, if not all the manu- 
facturers of Georgia, many of the foremost 
among them, including the recognized lead- 
ers in the great industrial activity of the 
state. 

But most significant just at this time is 
the existence of this compact organization 
itself upon the threshold of what is certain 
to be the greatest foreign trade era this 
country has ever known. Through her own 
ports Georgia is in as close touch with the 
vast trade possibilities in the countries of 
South America, and, through the Panama 
canal, even with those of the Orient, as any 
state in all the eastern section. 

The rapidly developing trade situation 
creates possibilities of usefulness for the 
Georgia Manufacturers’ association which, a 
couple of years ago, could not have existed. 
Through it there is the opportunity of get- 
ting into close business association with the 
countries and with the merchants of those 
countries who need our manufactured 
products. , 

Georgia’s manufacturing possibilities are 
almost limitless. With raw materials almost 
at the factory’s doorstep, and abundance of 
reasonably cheap power, the development of 
manufacturing in this state will depend 
solely upon the expansion of trade and the 
reaching and grasping of commercial oppor- 
tunities. There is no absence of such oppor- 
tunities; they are plentiful. It is a question 
of taking advantage of them. 

There is a field here, and a big, wide one, 
for just such an organization as the Georgia 
Manufacturers’ association. Its possibilities 
and its usefulness are commensurate only 
with the effort and ability that are put back 
of its development. 

The first annual convention of this asso- 
ciation may prove an epochal one in the his- 
tory of industrial Georgia. It will, if it puts 
into its organization the leaven of expan- 
sion which is its only need to insure suc- 
cessful building.

CARELESS CHARITY. 
There is unquestionably much truth in 
the charge made at the recent meeting of 
Atlanta charity leaders, to the effect that this 


city suffers from careless, extravagant and 


injudicious giving. With some $325,000 ex- 
pended for charity through official and or- 
ganized sources, it was perhaps put none 
too strongly when it was stated that ap- 
proximately half as much more js distrib- 
uted by individuals and the smaller societies 
which make no report of their work. 

This means approximately. half a million 
dollars expended annually in Ajjanta for 
charities of all sorts, without the accom- 
plishment, in at least one-third of the in- 
stances, of the maximum amount of good. 

We must not, and neither would the lead- 
ers of Atlanta’s charitable organizations, 
discourage charity in any one. It is human- 
ity’s most commendable trait; it should be 
encouraged. But the best possible form of 
charity is that which encourages the object 
of it to help himself. Where self-help is 
possible, it should be the important consid- 
eration entering into charitable action and 
charitable assistance. 

There is no reason why Atlanta should 
not continue to give half a million dollars 
every year to the relief of suffering, and to

It is this important phase of the problem 
that brought about organized charity, with 
its opportunities for inquiry and investiga- 
tion, for rendering help where it is needed 
and for setting men again upon their feet 
and making of them both self-supporting 
and self-respecting citizens. It is that sort 
of charity which will accomplish most, and 
if the individual ‘giver has neither time nor 
opportunity to make inquiry, he would bet- 
ter serve the true end and aim of charity by 
making his contributions through some such 
organized agency as the Atlanta Associated 
Charities, which has set many men upon 
their feet and restored them to the ranks 
of good citizenship. 


A LONG FIGHT. 


The London Observer, in an editorial re- 
view of the war to date, and a forecast of 
what must be accomplished to win out, says 
that it “will be a long fight, and those who 
think otherwise flatter their imagination 
with a vain thing.” 

“More men for the long fight“ is the 
ery through columns of editorial comment, 
and it is frankly admitted that in the “grind- 
ing down” process lies Britain’s greatest 
hope for final victory. It is to be “slow, 
sure, remorseless,” and it is outlined by the 
confident London paper as follows: 


There never, indeed, was less doubt 
that Germany would be eompelled at 
the worst to relinquish much of her 
spoil, Our stranglehold at sea— when 
we make it so—as well as the allies’ 
double grip on land, will be guarantees 
for that. We know that the slow, sure, 
remorseless increase of internal distress 
would induce Germany even now to come 
to some sort of settlement and ta make 
large concessions. But the concessions 
would not be sufficient. The settlement 
would not break German plans and 
dreams of dominion from the Baltic to 
the Mediterranean, from our narrow seas 
to the gates of India. For that settle- 
ment we fight on, steadily grinding down 
her resources in men and material and 
her numbers on both frents, until we 
overthrow her defense. That will be a 
long fight. 


But notwithstanding the recent large vol- 
untary enlistments, more men are needed 
at once,” in the opinion of The Observer, 
‘if this year’s campaign is to secure or in- 
sure the success of the allies on any front;” 
and “the one gigantic fact” England has to 
grapple with is this: 


If Germany retains her dominion over 
the Hapsburg, Balkan and Ottoman 
states we shall have fought this war in 
vain, and shall never get tolerable guar- 
antees for European peace or for our 
own future safety. In a few vears the 
Central league, with the Adriatic and 
the Aegean in its grip, would threaten 
far more formidably than in this war 
to oust our naval superiority from the 
Mediterranean. Such new railways would 
be built and such military preparations 
made that neither in Asia nor Africa 
would the British dominions be safe. 


And so, strong, unceasing effort is being 
made to win English sentiment over to the 
“long fight” view of the war. It is a news- 
paper educational campaign on the line of 
military necessity. Peace proposals—such 
as have been made on the part of Germany, 
presumably with authority—to the winds! 
It’s the long fight for England! 

And the “grinding down” business of this 
long fight: it is fully realized that it is 
a grinding down of the life of the land, but 
on the principle that “no one lives if the 
country is lost,” it is, in the English senti- 
ment, a fight to the last life! And the ery for 
more men is sweeping the best life of the land 
to the war fronts; the fresh youth of the coun- 
try is in evidence in all the war pictures 
now. “To the last life!“ That is nobly 
patriotic. But the pity of it all!

The feature of the message that call- 
ed for the most discussion was that 
in which he tells council how to in- 
crease the city’s revenue by raising 
the tax rate and lowering the saasess- 
ments on city real estate. By this 
plan, he pointed out, the taxpayer would 
pay the same aggregate city, county 
and state tax, but pay more to the 
city and less to the state and county. 

What he objects to in the January 
budget is the large amount of antici- 
pated revenue which it carries.

That there will be a very spirited 
debate over the veto message is believ- 
ed by all members of council. While 
there are several and probably a ma- 
jority that have said they intended to 
vote to override the veto, there are 
gome who believe the position taken 
by the mayor is correct. 

It will take a two-thirds vote to 
override the veto and those who are 
for the budget claim that they will 
have enough votes to override. 

The mayor intimates in his message 
that if the veto is overridden, the mat- 
ter can be carried into the courts on 
the ground of the budget’s illegality. 

The message will cause one of the 
most interesting sessions today of coun- 
cil that has been held in some time.

The prescriptions issued by the state 
health department, under the “out-pa- 
tient clinic“ enterprise, Dr. Harris 
stated, amounted to approximately 
thirty prescriptions of 25 grains each 
on. Saturday and that during the week 
there were six or eight other prescrip- 
tions for less quantities. These pre- 
scriptions were issued to habitues who 
called at the offices of the department, 
and were later taken by them to drug 
stores in the city, where the prescrip- 
tions were filled. This would mean, 
said Mr. Blalock, that 750 grains of 
morphine were let loose in Atlanta on 
Saturday, and his office has reason 
to believe that a number of these pre- 
scriptions were later divided or sold 
in part to other habitues. 


SUSPEND 
PLAN. 


It was understood from those at- 
tending the conference Sundav that the 
treatment of habitues by the state 
health department would be suspended 
until a plan is settled upon for the 
state at large by a meeting of the 
board of health or of the executive 
committee. 

For the, purpose of deciding upon a 
plan to handle local treatment of ha- 
bitues a conference will be held be- 
tween state, city, county and federal 
authorities as soon as Governor Har- 
ris has returned from Macon 

Dr. Hurt, Fulton county physician, 
was present at the conference, and fa- 
vored such a conference. He stated 
that his experience with drug addicts 
in his: present office had led him to 
the conclusion that treatment should 
be under control of authorities who 
are responsible for the proper exercise 
of police duties over a community. 

For the treatment of addicts by the 
state, Collector Blalock suggested two 
Plans at the conference. 

One of these is the plan which he 
has advocated all along— that of es- 
tablishing an institution in the coun- 
try where addicts would be free from 
the temptations offered by a city and 
where a city would be free from the 
menace of so many habitues gathered 
together. 

The other plan was to prorate the 
$10,000 state appropriation for the 
treatment of addicts among the twelve 
congressional districts of the state, 
and maké provisions for the treatment 
of addicts at public hospitals, 
city or county, in each of these dis- 
tricts. This, stated Mr. Blalock, could 
be directed by the governor through 
the board of health, since the law pro- 
-vides that the governor shall have 
‘sole authority to direct the manner in 
which the fund shall be expended. Mr. 
Blalock also pointed out that this sys- 
tem would make it much cheaper for 
habitues to avail themselves of the 
benefit of the state’s treatment.

National Defense
